R. Parr is 
having liis l>est .vear as a turfman and is fourth. Showing what one star horse c;in do for an «»wner, the 
Glen Riddle Farm stable’s earnings last year were «»nly the nu»dest total of $2,3.">7. Due to Man o’ War 
mainly the re<-ord of the stable tliis year is alrea«ly $3r».<;26 and if that good colt carries off the Hopeful 

Stakes and Futiirit.v Stakes, as now seems probable, this stable will mount right up into se<ond place.

August 25.— Not only has the 
$50,000 I.atonia ('hampioiiship Stiikes taken first 
rank as ,\inerica’s richest turf event, but it also 
has serve<l to help fill the other big stakes to be 
run at the coming Kentucky autumn meetings with 
a class of hors«*s far alM>ve the caliber of those 
w'hich formerly contested in these parts in the 
full. In the entries for the various stakes which 
closed last Wednesda.v it can be seen that w’ith 
few excepticms ever.v eastern owner who made nomi- 
n.'Jtions has one or more horses eligible for the 
I./:itoni:i ('hampionship Stakes, and evidently they 
figure that if they are going to send one down 
to run in .that race they may as w’ell make it a 
good one while they ire at it and bring their w'hole 
establishment ahmg. 

G<*neral manager |I. .1. Winn is on his way from 
Saratoga and he is bringing with him a large 
niimber of entries for the stakes, many of them 
from horsemen who heretofore would not even make 
a complimentarj' stake lutmination in the fall. Mr. 
Winn and Ilarr.v Rreivogel.. iAis assi^ant ajt La- 
tonia, will soon be busily engaged in compiling the 
stake entries, and wiien this task is finished dates 
will Im? set for their running. 

NO COMPLIMENTARY NOMINATIONS, 

“There are no complimentar.v nominations in our 
list of stakes next autumn.’’ said Mr. Winn, “jis 
the Kentucky Jocke.v Club has hung up so much 

money for the horsemen to run after that they 
could not resist putting in their best stake horses, 
Sind the.v will all be here. Men who formerly 
confined their racing operations exclusively to the 
east, W’ith the exception of sending a horse west 
occasionally to run in the Kentucky Derby or one of 
our other big slakes, will find it well worth their 
while to stick around this fall, as we will make it 
plenty interesting for them in a financial way. 1 
am especially gratified at the manner in which 

the long route stakes filled, as I am a stanch be- 
liever in long-distaiK-e racing, and the turfites 
ill this section will lie treated to a class of sport 
this autumn like they never witnessed before.’’ 

.Vs the Kentucky fall racing season gets closer, 
interest in the big I.ditonia stake is increasing, and 
inquiries in regard to the date of its running have 
Im*cii received from many sections of the United 
Xtatcs. Not only that, but even this early some 
riMTiie-sts for reserved seats have been received by 

the Kentuck.v Jockey Club from other cities. To 

care for the vast crowil sure to be on hand to wit- 
ness the running of the stake is going to be some 
task, but it will be arranged in some manner. Work- 
men are now engaged in enlarging the laitonia plant 
to some extent, and there will be much more room 
iivailable for the patrons than was the case last 
Hpriiig. 

INTEREST IN THE CANDIDATES. 

EVery move of the laitonia Championship eligibles 
which are racing at Saratoga is being watched by 
the racegoers in these parts. Most of them have 
given up hope of a Kentucky -ow’ned thoroughbred 
winning it, and it looks as though it is going to 
resolve itself into a battle of the east on w’estern 
soil. Racing fans herealMuits are not narrow- 
minded, however, and they are perfectly satisfied 
for the east to carry off honors if that locality 
furnishes the best horse. . All that they want to 
see is a real horse race, and that is just why the 
big stake is worth .so much money — so that they 
can witness a real contest, with the best three - 
year-olds of the <*ountry taking part. 

Regret has been «*xpressed on all sides over the 
misfortune w’hich liefell Vancouver, one of Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer’s Lsitonia Championship eligibles, and 
practically the only one in w’hich he could place 
jin.v I’onfidence as a worthy representative in the 
nig event. Trainer Henr.v McDaniel had worked 
Jiard in an effort to get Vancouver in gtH>d form. 
:ind he just had him going fine w’hen he w’as cut 
down at Saratoga. Mr. Kilmer has a host of friends 
in this section who are pulling hard to see him W’iu 
the stake. He made them wlien he showed his 
true sporting spirit by purchasing Exterminator to 
carrj' his colors in tlie Kentucky Derby after Sun 
Ilriar went amiss, and again when he made an 
eleventh -hour buy of Frogtown for the same pur- 
pose. It looks now’ as though ho will have to add 
to his stable if he wants to figure prominently in 
the Latonia f’hampionship Stakes, but that would 
be a costl.v task, us owners of horses eligible to 
that event are asking high prices for them. 

One thing in favor of the Championship Stakes 
IH that w’itli the exception of Vancouver no serious 
mishaps have befallen any of the other eligibles. 
and all of them should come w’est in the best con- 
dition possible. Cirrus is reported to have pulled 
up a trifle sore in a recent race at Saratoga, but

LEXINGTON TRACK TO BE IMPROVED 

Many Changes to Be Made After the Fall Meeting- 
Horses Arriving in Large Numbers. 

LEXINGTON. Ky.. .\ugust 25.— Manager R. L. 
Raker and track superintendent John Keegan spent 
this morning w’orking over their big problem, 
namely, stabling for alMUit 1,000 horses for the 
forthcoming autumn meeting of the Kentucky J«K-key 
Club. Col. Baker today stated that he took up 
with president (''amden when he w’as here Saturday 
the subject of more stalls, and was instructed to 
have sjiecifications made and bids on the work, to 
be submitted to the board of directors of the 
Kentucky Jockey Club at a meeting to be held in 
lamisville during September, 

“I take it that the directors will* order an ex- 
tension of the grandstand, the improvements at 
the I’lubhouse. the rearrangement of the paddock 
and the building of more stables, to begin imme- 
diately after the race meeting, which w’ill close on 
September 20,’’ said Col. Baker. “It is true that a 
revival of racing in Canada would relieve the con- 
gested condition of the Kentucky courses to some 
extent,’’ he continued, “but still -there would be an 
inadequacy of stalls here. Another thing to be 
done next autumn is to put new’ roofs on some of 
the stables. They are in a leaky condition and must 
be covered to make them serviceable for winter 
occupation.’’ 

H, Neusteter arrived tmlay from .Saratoga. He 
has four horses here — Mahony, Marchesa II., Mistress 
Polly and B. B. Johnson. He was accompanied by 
the apprentice rider J. Stapleton, whose contract 
he bought in the east. 

Mose tloldblatt telephoned from Cincinnati this 
morning that he will ship over eleven horses from 
latonia. 

Peter Coyne motored over from Louisville Sunday 
to see about the stalls reserved for Geo. J. Long’s 
horses. He will bring Wickford, Constantine. Ocean 
Sw’eep. Orlova, -Nordeck, Royden, Pixarro and IjHiice- 
lot here about September 6.

His Choice Wins Troy Stakes and 
Is Heavily Bid Up — Air Raid 
Badly Cut Down and Shot.

SARATOGA SPRINGS. N. Y.. August 25.— Tim 
Troy Selling Stakes, for two -.vear- obis under selling 
conditions and iiaving a guaranteed value of $2.5(M), 
of wliicli $1,950 net w’ent to the w’inner, w’as the 
best offering of a mediocre program tliat was 
further affected unfavorably as a result of a 
changed track conditions due to a brief but severe 
storm Sunday afternoon. The race r»*sulted in a 
spirited stretch duel between His Uboice, carrying 
♦lie colors of J. K. L. Ross, and Simpleton, ow’ned 
by R, T. Wilson. His (’hoice won by a neck 
and her success was in the main due to her Is'ing 
ridden a short course, whereas Simpleton raced 
wide ami it entailed a loss of ground for him. 
Herd Girl, one of the outsiders, maiiagiHl to land 
in tliird place after a fine stretch rush. nie 
winner was entered for $3,000 and Sam Ijouis bid 
him to $5. (MM), but tlie colt was protected by an 
additional bid of $5. 

The outstanding incident of the race was the 
injur.v re<*eive«l by W. R, Co<*’s Air Raid, backed 
into favoritism. He got cauglit in a mixup soon 
after the start and emerged from it with a badl.v 
cut left hind leg tliat led to his destruction. He 
was away prominently, but liis injury oceurred 
directly after the start and his rider w’as forced 
to pull him up. It was with difficulty he hobbled 
back to the stand and when removed from the 
track a bullet ended his career. 

BAD DAT FOR FAVORITES. 

Small fields were the rule tlironghout the after- 
noon. but some of the contests developed spirited 
finishes and in most instames were proAlnctive of 
upsets. Rhomb, in the steeplechase, and Thunder- 
clap, in the mile and an eighth handicap, w’ere 
the only successful choices. 

Thunderclap, Spur and Fairy Wand were tlie 
only ones that started in the liandicap, and tl***:. 
finished in the above order. The early running 
of the race was dominated by Fairy Wand, which 
showed the most speed for three-quarters of a 
mile, then gave w’ay and was relegated to the rear. 
Thunderclap took up the running wliere Fairy Wand 
left off, but shortly after roueding into the stretch 
McAtee w’as- for<*ed to go to the whip, ns Spur 
W’as pressing him closely and appeared as if he 
would succeed in w’resting tiie lead away, but in 
tlie last eigiitli the track w’as heavier tlian in other 
parts and lie seemed to be mired and Thunderclap 
liad no trouble in draw’iiig away from him. 

One of the main upsets of the afternoon came 
with the running of the fifth race, in w’hich Uhas- 
seur was thought to liave tlie purse at his mere.v 
and attracted unusually confident support. He 
flattered extensively for the first five-eighths by 
liolding a good lead, but once straightened out for 
the stretch drive Athlone began wearing him down 
in steady style and the last sixteenth found her 
draw’iiig clear. Uhasseur liad to lie ridden hard to 
the end to oiitsta.v Joyful for second place. 

RIFLE AT TOP QF HIS FORM. 

S. M. Hendersou, who purchased Rifle at a pad- 
dock sale at I.4itoiiia for the Ogden Stable’s account, 
laid tliat one-time giMnl racer back to liis top form, 
judging l>y the easy manner in wliich he scored over 
some highly regarded platers that took part iir the 
$5,(MM) top price downward claiming race tliat ojiciicd 
the day’s proceedings. Rifle displa.yed a high order of 
sj>eed right from the start by racing into a long 
lead and being taken a course that insured him the 
lietter footing. contiuiUMl in tlie van to ultimately 
will easing up from Poaeher, whieli had moved up 
steadily, hut had to lie ridden hard in the last 
eighth to withstand the pressing challenge of 
(Lruiidy. The latter, under a stronger rider, might 
have l»een dangerous, for he ran an extra goo<i ra<*e. 
eoiisideriiig that the going was held to l>e against 
him. Rifle was claimed after the race for $4,005. 
an auvaiiee of $1,005 over his eiitere<l price. Rifle 
cost Henderson originally $3,700. This is the sec- 
ond horse that the Ogden Stable lias lost by the 
claiming metluMl during tlic meeting, Grundy, a 
starter in the same race w’ith Rifle, liaving previous- 
ly lM*en claimed for $4,200.

«!uring his remarkable career, and frequentl.v imd 
over two hundred winners to his credit, witn an 
average of about two in five or one in three. 
.Many regard him as the greatest jo<key of all 
tiim*. and they are justified in view of the extr.a<»r 
tiinar.v ?•e^•ord he left behnd hm. hut as a fn 
ished .artist he wtmhl not compare with such riders 
as r.eorge Fordh.am or Tom t'annon. and by his 
strenuous methods In* probabl.v ruined more horses, 
«‘siM*cially two-year-ohls, than did any two other 
jockey^ <-ombined. for In* was an absolute terror 
with his whip, (ireat as is my admiration for 
Doiioghue among i)resent-»la.v riders, I should not 
<-ompare him with an.v of the ulntve, nor, indeed 
numy others of his predecessors. His chief asset 
is. of course, his tindouhted abilit.v, but hardly less 
vit.al ti» his success is his light weight — we have 
seen him go to scale this season at 101 pounds — 
which, together with great strength and long ex 
peri»*nce. gives him an immense :idvantage over most 
of his contemporaries. Except where “claimed,” 
he is thus jible to pick and chm)se his mounts, and, 
added to this iulvantage. he is the fashion, owners 
n.-iturally inclining towanl a successful jockey. 

DONOGHUE S aUALIFICATIONS. 

Notwithstanding all the adulation that has been 
lavished on him. • Ihmoghue would lx* the first to 
admit that he is not i»erfe<*t, and. like all others 
in the ]»r<»fession. can ride a bad race. Rtit take 
him .ill lound he is unquestionabl.v good, with the 
« Nsi ntial gift of exceptional skill at the start, as 
often as not being qui<kest off the mark and

A COMPARISON.

le.'.st liis eqiMl. He may not be quite as quick at 
llie start, but important as that is, the Australian 
h 's his own ideqs, and does not believe in the forc- 
ing ta< tics introduced by the American riders. The 
loss of a length or two in no wa.v disconcerts him. 
no matter what the effect may be on his backers, 
whose name is hgion. I am not suggesting that 
he is slow in g«*tting off. hut that on occasions his 
P«dl(.v is to let his horse get fairl.v on his legs — 
ispcci.-iPy a two-year-old — rather than hustle him 
off the mark. He is thus ;ible to ride him smoothly 
Through his race, and it is remarkable how often 
he has shown that metimd to be the better. Among 
the jo<-keys there is no liner judge of pace and none 
who rides tiirough his race with more headwork 
and judgment, but he too, is not perfect and one 
t;f his difficulties is that he does not shine with the 
whip in his right hand, strange though this may 
aiqiear. He is fortunate in l>eing attached to such 
jMiwerful stables as Chattis Hill and* Stanley House, 
for l»oth of which he has done good service, and his 
seho tion for the post of first jockey is of itself a 
line certificate of merit. Carslake at the i>resent 
lime h;is average of alxait thirt.v i»er cent. <*f 
winning rides, and will be unlmky if he does not 
score the eovettal “century” l>efore tin* eml of the 
se:ison. while as an artist I am inclined to awanl 
him prefen*m-e ov<*r all his <*ontenipor:iries with the 
piissible exception of .1. Childs, whose op]mr1unities 
this st*ason h;iv«* lK>«*n limited, and would have been 
even fewer but for the rides he has had for .Manton, 
tlie mention of which recalls the perfect r;i<‘e he 
lode on Itayuda in the ttaks.
